GARY OFFERS TO GO SUNDAY 


District Board Asks For List of Men 
Who Filed No Claim For Ex­ 
emption— What This Means 


The troubles of the loenl selcc- 
tion board in securing twenty-six 
men to make The trip to Camp Tay­ 
lor next Friday, cleared this morn­ 
ing when word was 
received 
from 
the district 
board 
that 
it would 
try and have twenty-six names for 
the local board by Tuesday. 
The communication from the dis­ 
trict board was 
received 
by A. L. 
Gary, local appeal 
agent 
for the 
government, in answer to a request 
of Mr. Gary that 
he be 
permitted 
to appear before the board Sunday 
and clear up the local situation. Mr. 
Gary was willing to make -the long 
trip to Fort Wayne Sunday in order 
to help the board obtain its twenty- 
six men in an equitable manner. 
Tie was not told in the telegram 
not to come to Fort Wayne, but at 
the same time took it to mean that 
ne was not wanted tomorrow. 
The 
message stated 
that 
the 
district 
board would likely furnish the loenl 
board 26 men by next Tuesday and 
asked the appeal agent for a list of 
men who had no claim for exemp­ 
tion. 
It is [aken to mean that the 
list will be 
made 
up of men who 
have not tiled any claims either with 
the board here or direct with the 
district board. 
This was 
welcome 
news 
to the 
local board which had decided on 
the volunteer method. 
The volun­ 
teer method would have proved un­ 
satisfactory as some man might he 
sent to 
the 
cantonment 
who was 
not legally 
entitled to go. 
And at 
th£ same time it might 
have sent 
some man there who was 
not 
en­ 
titled to go in this forty per cent of 
She county’s quota. 
By getting the list of 20 by Tues­ 
day the board will have the names in 
time to send out, although it is not 
any too groat a time. 
The men will 
he ordered to report here on Thurs­ 
day afternoon 
at two 
o’clock and 
receive instruction for the trip the 
next day.

because they have not yet been sent 
to the Indiana representative of the 
national food administration.

Stewart got the supplies 
while 
in 
Indianapolis last Monday. 
Mrs. Stewarf heard some peculiar 
objections to signing the cards. One 
woman positively 
refused 
to sign. 
She declared 
that 
she had 
heard 
that 
if she signed one, 
persons 
would comp and get half of her can­ 
ned fruit and that 
they 
were out 
collecting it now. 
No 
end of per­ 
suasion could 
convince 
her 
that 
nothing of the sort 
was intended. 
She was shown that the 
card pro­ 
vided for no such 
procedure, 
but 
she was obdurate 
and 
would 
not 
agree to affix her signature to one of 
the cards. 
In the six hundred signatures are 
a few from outside of the county. 
Visitors at the 
fair 
gladly signed 
them. 
The balance of 
the 
membership 
omfit will be mailed to the women 
who signed the cards, 
as well as 
other matter in regard to food con­ 
servation which the 
national 
food 
administration 
will send 
out from 
time to time. Those who have sign­ 
ed cards in other counties previous 
to this time have not 
received the 
membership outfits.

THREE REPORTS OF U-BOATS 


( Bt United Freas.) 
An Atlantic 
Port, Sept. 15.—A 
British freighter arrived here today 
with reports that she had picked up 
a wireless message asserting that a 
submarine had 
been 
attacking 
a 
merchant steamer 
less 
than 
100 
miles off Nantucket. 
Officers aboard 
the freighter de­ 
clared the message intercepted de­ 
clared the ship was %eing attack­ 
ed by submarine shell fire.” 
The international 
distress 
code 
was flashed constantly. 
Not all of 
the wireless call was decipherable. 
Another British freight ship arriving; 
today «aid wireless 
messages 
had 
been intercepted and that the sub­ 
marine was in the western Atlantic. 
Unconfirmed 
reports

another port may indicate still an­ 
other ship was attacked by a Ger­ 
man submarine off the New England 
j eoast.

Senator James E. Watson was at 
his home here 
today enrcute to 
Washington 
from 
Angola, 
Ind., 
where ho delivered a patriotic ad­ 
dress at the dedication of a soldiers 
monument Thursday. 
Senator W at­ 
son expected to remain here over 
Sunday, but received a telegram to 
come to Washington and left this 
afternoon. 
Mrs. Watson and family 
will join him Wednesday to remain 
until congress adjourns. 
Senator Watson said it was be­ 
lieved in Washington that this ses­ 
sion of congress would end about 
October 10. From the time congress 
closes until the opening of the next 
session in December, Senator W at­ 
son will devote his time in the state 
making speeches in support of the 
yvar. 
Senator was able to get away 
for a few days because no roll call 
votes were scheduled and nothing 
was being done except by unanimous 
consent. 
Senator Watson commented on the 
recent attack on him by Represent­ 
ative Carter Glass of Virginia be­ 
cause of a speech the senator made 
at the Virginia republican conven­ 
tion at Roanoke, Va. 
Senator W at­ 
son said it was purely a political 
matter which was proved by the fact 
that only 
democratic 
n e w s p a p e r - 
had attacked him and the republi­ 
can press everywhere had 
upheld 
him. 
All of the leading republican 
newspapers in Indiana have 
sup­ 
ported him, knowing full well that 
Senator Watson did not make the 
statement accredited to him. 


Senator Watson said the 
state­ 
ment attributed to him that the re­ 
quest from the president for a de­ 
claration 
of war 
was “the 
most 
astounding piece of treachery 
that 
over shook the country,” 
was sent 
out in a press dispatch from Roan­ 
oke two days after the convention. 
He cited this 
as proof 
that 
the 
charge was 
trumped 
up 
eLe 
it 
would have 
been 
included 
in the 
story of 
the 
convention 
and 
his 
speech which 
was 
sent broadcast 
from Roanoke 
the day after 
the 
convention. 
Senator Watson declared that the 
statement was sent out for political 
purposes because the Virginia dem­ 
ocratic organization wa< very much 
incensed over 
his speech. 
Senator 
Watson pointed 
to the 
fact 
that 
while Virginia boys were being sent 
to France to make 
the world safe 
for democracy, thousands of voters 
of Virginia were 
being 
dis franch­ 
isees by Virginia 
laws 
which were 
designed 
to 
prevent 
the 
negroes j 
from voting.

press had made it a political ques-

HIS BODY JS BADLY MANGLED 


Hendricks Was Deaf and Probably 
Did Not Hear Train— Hap- 
pened at Curve 


John Hendricks, 75 years old, 
a 
veteran of the Civil war and a tin­ 
ner here for many years, was 
in­ 
stantly killed this afternoon at two- 
thirty 
o’clock when 
struck by 
a 
Pennsylvania 
freight 
train 
as he 
was walking across the bridge over 
Hodges branch, 
southwest 
of the 
city. 
Hendricks’ body was badly man­ 
gled and after 
being 
dragged for 
several feet was 
finally taken out 
from underneath the engine. 
The train was

towards 
the city and was not running fast. 
There is a sharp 
curve the 
other 
side of the bridge and this coupled 
with the fact that 
Hendricks was 
hard of hearing accounts for his be­ 
ing hit. 
He -was a tinner 
here for many 
years and only recently retired from 
active work. 
He made 
his 
home 
with Mr. and 
Mrs. 
John Shepler, 
838 North Oliver street. 
He is survived by two sons. El­ 
mer Hendricks, 
a member of Com­ 
pany B, iFourth Indiana Infantry, at 
Hattiesburg,

and

Hendricks of Indianapolis.

RUNS DOWN AN EMBANKMENT 


Mr. and Mrs. James Hood of Rich­ 
land were very seriously injured to­ 
day when their horse frightened at 
Harry Pea’s motor truck loaded with 
household goods, and ran down an 
embankment, demolishing the closed 
buggy and throwing them out. 
The 
accident happened near the Moran 
farm south of the city. 
On account of their age, the in­ 
juries are 
expected to prove very 
serious. 
Mr. Hood is 76 years old, 
and Mrs. Hood, 68. It had not been 
determined this afternoon .whether 
either 
suffered 
with any 
broken 
bones. 
Mr. Hood’s 
face and neck 
were badly cut by broken glass and 
eight stitches were required to close 
the wounds. 
The bodies of both the 
aged people were 
terribly bruised 


Little doubt remains in the minds

The apparent financial success of

this 
year 
is due to the 
changed financial policy of the 
as­ 
sociation. ;For years 
stockholders 
have been issued tickets 
and have 
been allowed the privilege of taking 
their families into the fair on thorn. 
The association voted to discontinue 
stockholders tickets, altogether, but 
the order was rescinded and stock­ 
holders were 
issued 
tickets to 
be 
used by themselves 
only 
and not 
their families. Another change which 
brought in more money was discon­ 
tinuing family 
tickets, 
the use of 
which 
has 
been 
abused in 
past 
years, fair officials believe. 
The fair has not made any money 
for years. 
Each year following 
a 
financial loss, 
there 
has recurred 
the talk of discontinuing 
the fair. 
This sort of talk is not being heard 
this Vear, however. 
When fair of­ 
ficials prove that 
the fair can be 
run so that the balance will be on 
the right side of the ledger, it is be­ 
lieved the institution will have more 
standing in the community and will 
be recognized as a valuable asset. 
The fair officials 
are practically 
unanimous that 
the 
premium 
list 
should be revised 
and agitation on 
this subject will likely result in the 
revision being made before the next 
fair. 
The same premium 
list has 
been used for many years and 
the 
officials of the fair 
have expressed 
themselves as 
being 
in 
favor of 
bringing the list up to date. 
The gate receipts 
did not reach 
the record for former years. 
They 
amounted to $2,752.10 for the three 
days.

is especially prevalent among feed­ 
ing cattle. 
Placards have been dis 
tributed throughout the state asking 
cattle men to notify 
state official« 
whenever a case of the disease ap­ 
pears. Symptoms of the disease are 
high temperature, 
bleeding of 
the 
nose and general depression. 
Med­ 
ical agents have 
proved 
unsatis­ 
factory in treating the diesase 
be­ 
cause of the suddenness with which 
death comes 
after 
the disease 
is 
first noticeable. 
Animals weakened 
from exposure and young cattle are 
especially susceptible to the disease.
